Trouble Not in the Nature of a Strike, But 


the Kefuaal of the White Cotton Screw- 


men's Association to Allow the Col- 


ored People to Work With Them. 


NEW OBEEANS, Nov. 12.—Four com- 


panies of infantry and a battery of ar- 
tillery, with three Gatlings, are now 
quartered in the armories of our local 
militia, and railroad 'and steamboat 
property is being guarded by United 
States marshals and special police 
against posssible incendiary attempts, 
as an element of the labor troubles 
which have been existing here for two 
weeks past. 


The trouble is not in the nature of a 


strike, but grows out of the refusal of 
the white Cotton Screwmen's associa- 
tion to allow"the colored cotton screw- 
men to engage' with them any longer 
in the business. The Screwmen's as- 
sociation here has existed for almost 
40 years and is, financially as well as 
by reason of its influence and well dis- 
ciplined organization, one of the most 
powerful bodies of labor in the world. 


The steamship agents Wednesday ap- 


plied to the United States authorities 
and twelve deputy marshals a.nd some 
forty special police officers were on 
duty all day. 


No demonstration 
was made, al- 


though it is certain that trouble will 
develop very shortly and that, too, of a 
most serious character. 


It is fully expected that resort to 


arson will be had as a retaliation upon 
the shipping interests and railroad 
companies. 


In Southport there are two grain ele- 


vators and some 25 loads of cotton, 
cake and meal. 
All along1 the city 


front the wharves are full of cotton 
awaiting shipment, and in tJie same vi- 
cinity are the cotton presses, full to 
their utmost capacity. The levee depot 
and yards of the Illinois Central rail- 
road are full of cotton, and have been 
under nightly patrol of trusted em- 
ployes in addition to the hired police 
force all the week. 


It is feared that the^ attempts will be 


made at either or both of these points 
to fire the company's property and thus 
destroy the cotton.

Mendonea, of Brazil, has received the 
official programme of the fetes and fes- 
tivals, which began Saturday through- 
out Brazil in honor of the inauguration 
of a new president on Thursday next. 
The occasion is much like the quad- 
rennial inauguration of a president of 
the United States, except that the fes- 
tivities extend over five days and con- 
cludes with the formal swearing in of 
the new executive. In view of reports 
of riot and revolution in Brazil, Senor 
Mendonea gives an interesting outline 
of the ceremonies as showing thetran- 
quility of the country, and its interest 
in republican institutions.

mit the gold reserve to fall below $50,- 
000,000. It is now dangerously near 
860,000,000. Any run on this amount 
for export will have to be anticipated. 
So that there is but little margin and 
less time to prepare for the attack. 


The treasury is entirely at the mercy 


of the New York banks. If they do 
not care to part with their gold the ad- 
ministration will be in a bad plight in 
an emergency. Therefore it is deemed 
absolutely necessary to make terms 
with them in advance, SO that there 
will be no hitch in floating the bonds. 


Several big trust companies in New 


York hold about $20,000,000 iu gold 
which they are willing to invest in 
government bonds. In the event of a 
$100,000,000 bond sale the banks outside 
of New York have not g-ot the money. 


The official returns of the gold hold- 


ings of the national banks in the prin- 
cipal cities on October 9 last show that 
the banks of Boston on that day had in 
gold 88,602,228; of Philadelphia, S10,- 
198.738; of Chicago. 521,049,343, while 
on that day the New York banks held 
875,593,311. On the same date the total 
gold holdings of the twenty-four re- 
serve cities was §140,632,446; thus it 
will be seen that New York held more 
than half of the total amount in the 
reserve cities. 


The last sale of 550,000,000 of 5 per 


cent, bonds netted the government 
about 538,000,000 in gold, the rest of the 
purchase money "being paid iu legal 
tenders. 
The price fixed in the ad- 


vertisement of the government was 
117 2-10. 
As this was some months 


ago, the premium will be lower in the 
new sale, the calculation being to 
bring the interest on the bonds down 
to 3 per cent. 


Scheme to Kill a Snake 


Several Plantations. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 12.—In the 


past twenty-four hours the fires in the 
Arkansas forests have done no damage, 
except to timber, although they still 
rage with unabated fury. 
Twenty- 


five miles between Marion and Jones' 
Landing has been burned out, and now 
the fires are headed toward the river, 
and were only four miles distant from 
the water at night. 


Reports from the burned district 


Sunday make it certain no settlements 
have been invaded, the fires being con- 
fined to the timber. They travel slow- 
ly as wood is all hard, and in many 
places the country is marshy and damp. 
There are reports of life lost, but these 
are vague and not seriously enter- 
tained. At Nutbush, 'Tenn., a Negress 
attempted to kill a rattle snake by 
building a pile of wood and lighting a 
fire. A conflagration started and half 
a dozen plantation were -swept of 
everything. Fires were raging Sun- 
day night between Covinglon and Dy- 
ersburg.

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A MiiBlorly Ilevlow ot Kidrt'a Social Evo- 


lution by'Rev.' Dnllutt Tucker. 


Mr. Benjamin Kidd, \vbo has lately 


appeared in the arena of literature, re- 
winds one of Professor Drummond in 
his devout religious faith and his cor- 
dial acceptance of the theory of evo- 
lution. • Though 
n 
comparatively 


young man and until just now unknown 
to'tho book-making world Mr. Kidd's 
first and recent work "Social Evolu- 
tion" bears tho marks of patient 
thought and labor, and has already 
made his name familiar to those inter- 
ested in questions relating to science 
and religion. Tho "git-up" of the book 
itself—tho second American edition is 
all that could bo desired. Its charm- 
ing English stylo makes reading a de- 
light. It abounds, moreover, in infor- 
mation, carious and suggestive on a 
groat variety of contributing subjects, 
while its main point,'which is argued 
with unquostionable'powor, is at once 
original and attractive. I should feel 
perhaps some hesitatation in thus, ex- 
pressing a high appreciation of Social 
Evolution, if I was alone in this view. 
Bat I am not. Besides having passed 
through several editions,'it has received 
very high praise from wall known au- 
thorities in religion and science. Dr. 
Marcus Dodds, for instance, says "it is 
the greatest book published since Dar- 
win's Origin of Species," and Mr, Al- 
fred Russell Wallace co-temperanious 
discover with 'Darwin, of Darwinism 
itself,^declares it to be "written on 
thorough scientific principles." 
Any 


book, thus secured and endorsed, must 
have some special value and 
force, 


I venture to think, that it is a work, 
which no minister or layman, what- 
ever his version may bo, who wishes 
to bo abreast with the best thought of 
his ago, or to fully understand present 
social movements, can afford not to 
road and study. "Withoxit attempting to 
givo in this paper even an abrupt out- 
line of this really remarkable book, 
let it be observed, that it deals, as its 
title suggests, with the evolution of 
man in social life, aud its main object 
is to show the place and function of 
religion 
in 
t h i s 
sphere. 
That 


there 
is 
s u c h 
a 
thing 
as 


man 
in society will, of course, not 


bo denied, and ruovoover, that the 
social fabric has grown in extent and 
complexity, there is, I presume, as lit- 
tlo doubt. This has all come about, so 
Mr. Kidd acknowledges under condi- 
tions similar to those that science 
claims to have always existed, namely 
the rivalry and competition involved in 
tho law of tho struggle for life. But 
the point to be observed, as character- 
istic of this social development, is that 
it necessarily involves the subordina- 
tion of tho individual, his ritrhts, inter- 
ests and opportunities to the interests 
of society, its prosperity and progress. 
There is thus a manifest antagonism, 
tho individual interest being at vari- 
ance with those involved in the social 
developments, and the question is, 
what is it that has and does lead man, 
tho individual to victimize himself, so 
to speak, in tins way for the sake of a 
progress, tho fruits of which he can 
never hope to enjoy. Mr. Kidd points 
out, what is only too true, that science, 
so far, in seeking a rationale or expla- 
nation for this age—long sacrifice of 
tho individual to the general progress— 
has ignored religion as a fact and fac- 
tor in the case. "It seems," to use his 
own language, "to have taken up and 
maintained down to the present time 
the extraordinary position, that her 
only concern with religious beliefs is 
to declare (often it must be confessed 
with the heat and bitterness of a parti- 
san) that they are without any founda- 
tion in reason." Such words are hardly 
too strong.: They simply state a fact, 
though a very serious one for science. 
For thus having bowed religion cut of 
all consideration, science is left to find 
some sanctioning motive for the char- 
acteristic feature of social evolution, 
either in the operation of its single 
law of the struggle for life, as seen at 
work in tho world, or in the new phe- 
nomenon of reason as it emerges in 
man. The question then is, will or do 
either of these furnish an explanation 
ormotive for that subordination and sac- 
rifice of the individual involved in the 
organization and progress of social 
life? 
Mr. Kidd thinks npt, and I 


confess there seems to mo to be 
much force in his position. 
Take 


gle for 
life. 
As 
indicating 
that 


rivalry and competition, which grows 
in intensity as life becomes more com- 
plex,-and it must be regarded as a 
prime condition of progress in all ages. 
But the'law is.nevertheless essentially 
individualistic.. It makes selfishness 
the essence of life and the end of all 
strife, and bids and trains man to look 
only on his own.^ It is in no sense in- 
tegrating but disintegrating, pfomotive 
of a cruel egoistic life in which the 
unity, not the community, 1 not you, 
mine not yours is the "be all and end 
all of" tho struggle for life. It seems 
impossible that such a law should sup- 
ply tho needed basis for social progress. 
Nor'is the case any better from the 
standpoint of a reason pure and simple. 
"How," asks Mr. Kidd, is the posses- 
sion of reason ever to be rendered com- 
patable with the 'will to submit to con- 
ditions of existence so onerous, requir- 
ing the effective and continual subor- 
dination of the individual's welfare to 
the progress of a development in which 
we can have no personal interestp.what- 
ever?" "The teaching of reason," he 
continues, "to the individual must al- 
ways be that the present time and his 
own interests therein are all important 
to him." "We are speaking," he adds, 
"of a rational sanction and reason has 
in an examination of this kind nothing 
to do with any existence but the pres- 
ent, which it must insist it is our duty 
to make the most of." Whether one is 
prepared to accept this as finally con- 
clusive or not, he must at least acknowl- 
edge a hirge degree of force in such, a 
view. Pure reason, that is reason im- 
plied of all ethical contents and taken 
apart from all that is supernatural or 
religious, has no more motive or power 
to make the individual subordinate his 
personal present interests to a pro- 
gress which does nob concern him than 
it has to oblige or lead one to take out 
of the earnings of his hard labor to help 
the poor or promote a public enterprise, 
the good results of which lie in the fu- 
ture when he shall be no more. With- 
out God, reason would seem indeed to 
create no obligation that binds, and no 
force that would compel any action 
tending to other than the promotion of 


fpr instance the law q| the strug- 


present and personal advantage. Like 
the law of the struggle for existence, 
Nason says first "know thyself" and 
then take of thyself, to man. 


In view of such facts and reasoning, 


the question arises, to whom and where 
shall we go for a solution to this 
strango yet important problem, and 
Mr. Kidd directs us to religion or the 
religious helps of the world, as the 
key. which unlocks the mystery of the 
evolution of social life. 
His position 


truly stated, seems to be this. Keligion 
when in its simplest form of belief 
in some supreme, unseen power is a 
universal fact in the life of man,, and 
has 
wrought in 
him a conscious 


sanction, under the influence of vvhich 
he has been forced, and encouraged 
to act in a way at variance w ith his 
present 
personal 
welfare. 
His 


appeal has 
always been 
to 
some 


"higher law" as the sanction and in- 
dication 
of his conduct and 
life. 


It is not impossible, moreover, to see 
how, in even its most elemental form, 
religion, may and indeed must have 
been an integrating force, drawing 
men 
together by quickening their 


social instincts, and fostering in them 
a spirit of co-operation at the expense 
of individual interests. 
Such a force, 


and authority lies^t the very heart of 
religion, 
because whatever else 
it 


does, it enforces the solidarity and 
unity of the human race. 
It Is more 


certain, however, that the birth of 
love took place in the birth of Jesus 
Christ. That with his life and death 
there was projected into the world a 
principle and spirit of unselfishness 
or altruism which has made sacrifice 
the law of life and has contributed in 
an incalculable degree to the world's 
progress in social evolution. Man and 
the world have become -since then, 
other than what they were; under its 
influence, 
antipathy 
has 
largely 


changed to sympathy, hate to help and 
tho individual subordination of the 
larger and longer life of society has 
become au accepted 
principle, be- 


cause both in the life and teachings 
of tho great master, we are taught 
"To look not every man on his "own 
things but on the things of others as 
well," 
Thus religion in its earlier 


elemental form by functioning to man 
an ultra-rational sanction for his con- 
duct, and in Jesus Christ by furnish- 
ing him with a true altruism, has 
modified 
the 
disentegrating 
ac-

of 
the

for 
existence 
and 
obliged 


man, through a new conception of life, 
involving 
mutual consideration and 


love, to act in a manner quite the re- 
verse of what either nature, as inter- 
preted by the above love, or reason 
would have dictated aud directed. 


This, it ranst be confessed, is a bold 


position to take, especially in a day 
when tho merely natural is supposed 
to form at once the bases and cement 
of all tilings human and divine—if we 
are indeed to be allowed the latter. 
And one does not wonder that Pro- 
fessor Drumraond, in his latest work, 
The Ascent of Man, combats it, with 
his well known vigor of argument and 
language, "The logical minds," says 
Professor Drummond "with premature 
approval have hailed Mr. Kidd's solu- 
tion as an indication of their supreme 
position. Practically as a vindication 
of the dynamic power of the religious 
factor in the evolution of mankind, 
nothing could be more convincing. 
But as an apologetic, it only accentu- 
ates a weakness which scientific the- 
ology never felt more keenly that at 
the present hour. This weakness can 
never be removed by an appeal to the 
ultra-rational." 
"Does not Mr. Kidd 


perceive." he asks, "that every one 
possessed of reason enough to en- 
counter his dilemma, either in the 
sphere of thought or action, will also 
have reason enough to reject an ultra- 
rational solution ?" And then he adds 
"is it conceivable, a priori, that the 
reason should be. put to confusion by a 
breach of the law of continuity at the 


is of vital moment." 
All this, and 


much more of a like character which 
Professor Drummohd-says has weight 
in it, and is not to be taken as a dispar- 
agement of it or argument against 
religion. 
Professor 
Drnmmond is a 


Christian believer, and his views should 
for this reason be all the more seriously 
considered. In this case, his objections 
may prove fatal to Mr. Kidd's theory 
of social evolution, but nevertheless, 
despite his trenchant criticism/the dif- 
ference between the two men is not, as 
seems to me, quite so radical as would 
at first appear. It is, as Professor 
Drummoud himself declares, a differ- 
ence of methods, for he says in one 
place, "with the conclusions of Mr, 
Kidd we have no fight." But this is 
not all which must be noted here. No 
one reading- carefully "The Ascent of 
Man" can fail to see. that Professor 
Drummond, like and equally with Mr. 
Kidd, feels the imperative need of. giv- 
ing to religion a place as an important 
factor in the evolution of social life,' or . 
to put it somewhat differently, he feels 
as deeply the .need of some ethical or 
religious force, which might be taken j 
in some sort to correspond" to the 
i 


phrase, "an ultra rational-sanction," 
Indeed, this may be said to be, if not 
the aim, at least the peculiar issue of 
"The Ascent of Man." And how and 
in what sense, let us ask, does he ac- 
complish this ? Both men bemoan the 
attitude which science, so far or up 
to this time, has assumed towards reli- 
gion, but in his criticism of science as 
maintained by its recognized masters, 
Professor Drummond, who 
declares 


that Mr. Kidd's appeal to an ultra 
rational sanction is "a breach of the 
law of continuity at the very point 
where it sustained action is of vital 
moment," goes beyond the latter and 
insists that not only Mr. Darwin but 
his disciples have misread, misinter- 
preted and misunderstood the evolu- 
tionary process. 
-Aside from 
some 


vague and unnoticed hints,, which have 
never been developed as they should 
have been, science has so far seen 
nothing but the law of the struggle for 
existence. 
This- he believes in, but, 


parting company with his friends, he 


rery point whflre its sustained action 


announces another law equally as cer- 
tain, equally as potent, namely: That 
based on reproduction, which he calls 
"the law of the struggle for the life of 
others." In the operation of this law 
he claims to find provision for and evi- 
dence of the development of sub-human 
life of germs, or elements, or foreshad- 
owings of what in human nature takes 
the form of ethics and religion. This 
is certainly a tacit admission, on Pro- 
fessor Drummond's part, that science 
so far, or as expressed in the only and 
exclusive law of the struggle of life, is 
insufficient, because utterly wanting ia 
any ethical contents to explain the evo- 
lution of social life, and must be sup- 
plemented by another 
called "the 


struggle for the life of others." So 
understood, he says the story of evolu- 
tion is really a "love story." This is, 
indeed, a new rendering of science, an 
addendum to it as up to this time pub- 
lished to the world. I do not, of course, 
pretend to say whether this law can 
be established as a fact, or if so estab- 
lished, whether in its operation in sub- 
human nature it really affords any 
true elements of what we call eth- 
ics or religion. But, certainly, with 
this newly discovered law, it is not dif- 
ficult to see how Mr. Drummond finds 
in science, as he extends it, what Mr. 
Kidd, following science to date, could 
not see. In other words he claims to 
find here, at least in germinal form, 
what Mr. Kidd, looking at man within 
the historical period, sees to be tremen- 
dous, but so far as science is concerned, 
an unrecognized factor in social devel- 
opment, religion or an ultra-rational 
sanction for his conduct. It seems to 
me, also, that the author of the Ascent 
of Man has in his criticism overlooked a 
very important point, namely, that Mr, 
Kidd, as I have just said, is speaking 
of the evolution of social Tife within the 
historic period, or as it has come about 
in the stage of this world since man ap- 
peared. It is here, and with reference 
to progress as it may be seen through 
the telescope of history, that he argues 
that neither the law of the struggle for 
life, which taken aloue issues only in 
selfishness and individualism, nor mere 
reason, which teaches "mind thyself," 
can account for the social progress 
which we see has and is still taking 
place. It is with reference to this also 
that he claims that religion and Chris- 
tianity, 
functioning a supernatural 


sanction and furnishing a principle of 
sacrifice have been and must be recog- 
nized as fundamental factors ia the 
progress 
of human social life. 
In 


this 
he 
cannot, 
of 
course, 
be 


wrong. 
It is a matter of history 


which science may ignore but can 
not efface. 
For 
no description of 


man can be complete that omits his 
religious nature; no defination of his 
relation to the universal can be cor- 
rect that does not include his con- 
sciousness of a supernatural sanction 
for his conduct; no history of his pro- 
gress can be true that ignores the 
fact and potency of religion over him 
at every stage of his career; and Mr. 
Kidd is right in 
maintaining that 


since in failing to recognize such facts, 
and in refusing to consider religion 
and Christianitj' factors 
and laws in 


the case must needs fail to account 
for the past, interpret the present, or 
indicate the future of social evolution, 
and should we turn to the last chapter 
of Professor Drummond's, "Ascent of 
Man," we should not fail, I think, to 
find evidence that in this view he 
would heartily concur. Christianity, he 
declares, "is not a side-track where a 
few enthusiasts live impracticable lives 
on impossible ideals. 
It is the main 


stream of history and of science, and 
the only current set from eternity for 
the progress of the world and the per- 
fecting of the human race'"

fan the descent at an early hour. Com- 
i*K to a sharp turn in the narrow 
mountain trail, where the space was

That leisurely gent was far behind 


and very hesitating in his march, con- 
tinually muttering "El Teredo" in al- 
most abject fear. 


El Teredo was a noted renegade and 


bandalero who had taken refuge in the 
mountains, where he soon acquired 
some power over the uncivilized .Yutua 
Indians, who lived there in all their 
aboriginal primitiveness. 
These re 


quired little persuasion to accompany 
him on his depredatory excursions in- 
to the sparsely settled surrounding 
country. The natives, with their usual 
failing, shrouded him in a hazy mys- 
tery in which, he appeared almost su- 
perhuman.

Fearing nothing in my 
eagerness I dashed on, clinging to the 
bare cliffs with the tenacity of the 
mountain goat. At last I sighted him 
about two hundred feet away, on the 
opposite side of an immense -fissure in 
the rocks, springing along with an 
agility of which I never should have 
dreamed him capable.

the naiTow ledge of the morning-. Soon

loft in charge oi his sister, a few years 
older, for a few minutes, while Mrs. 
Guilkoy wont out into the kitchen to 
attend to some household duties. In 
some way the little fellow got too near 
the grnto, in which was burning a hot 
firo, and his clothing caught fire. The 
family wore at onco attracted to the 
room by tho screams of the children 
and woro horrified at seeing Ernost a 
mass of flames. Mr. Guilkey's mother, 
who lives with him, promptly seized 
tho little fellow in her arms anil car- 
ried him owt into the yard, attempting 
to extinguish the flumes. She was 
meeting with but little success, when 
superintendent Sam Baird, of the street 
railway, who was on a passing stiflet 
car, sprung to her assistance, and, roll- 
ing the child in the snow, succeeded in 
putting out the Humes. 


A plvysician was at once siimmonecl, 


and the burns dressed. The child was 
found to bo. horribly burned about the 
iowor part of the* face and neck, the 
arms and chest. It suffered terribly, 
and it was necessary to keep it under 
the inlluenco of morphine, injections 
boiug made every hour. It lingered oil 
until about 1:80 today when it expired. 
It evidently hud inhaled some of the 
flames.

with Judges Russell and Cberrington 
presiding. 
After a brief breathing 


spell, during which a number of decis- 
ions were rendered, the grind in the 
Cole vs. Williamson case was resumed. 
This case is proving an elephant on.the 
hands of the court and has occupied 
most of the present term. The trial 
commenced Thursday, continued Fri- 
day and Saturday and today and will 
extend over into Tuesday. The judges 
doubtless know more about the Seioto 
river than they ever did before, and a 
treatise on water-courses by" one of 
these judges is one of the possibilities 
of the future. 


DECISIONS KENDEEED. 


The decisions rendered this morning 


were in cases of minor 
importance. 


Probably the most important was the 
case of County Recorder Sikes against 
the county commissioners. 
The case 


involved the question of the validity ot 
the Garber law. Mr. Sikes, in compli- 
ance with that law, turned into the 
county treasury fees for abstracting, in 
lieu of which the Garber law provides 
a stated compensation or salary. He 
paid this over under protest and then 
sued the commissioners to recover it.

L. A. Boyer secured judgment in 


common pleas court against the B. & 
0. S. W. Ry. company for the_value of 
a cow killed by the defendent The 
railroad company appealed the case 
and circuit court affirms the judgment 
of the lower court 


In the case of Benj. F. Harwood 


against the county commissioners the 
lower court, was also sustained. 
The 


case was dismissed in common pleas 
court because of the failure of the 
plaintiff to file a transcript within the 
required time. 


In the case of Citizens Savings bank 


vs. Geo. B. Miller the judgment of the 
lower court was affirmed with costs. 
It was carried up on a motion to strike 
the petition from the files on account 
of the omission of the words, "attor- 
neys for plaintiff." after Thompson & 
Newman, the defendent in the lower 
court claiming that is was not signed 
by any one representing the plaintiff.

William Jackson, tne Greenup 


Wife Poisoner Found Guilty. 


Tlip Jury Returned Such a Verdict Satur- 


day Evening; After an Hoar's Delib- 


eration—A Brief Resume of the 


Fiendish Crime and Trial. 


William Jackson, the Greenup, Ky., 


wife poisoner was found guilty Satur- 
day evening and sentenced to the peni- 
tentary for life. 


The crime for which Jackson is de- 


prived of his liberty will be remem- 
bered by TIMES readers. His wife died 
in the night of June 23d. Shejiad been 
suffering with a violent headache all 
day and about S o'clock that evening 
Jackson gave her a dose of what was 
thought to be headache medicine. She 
soon afterwards went into convulsions 
and died about midnight. 
After the 


funeral there were suspicions of foul 
play, and about a week later the body 
was exhumed and an 
examination 


made. The presence of strychnine in 
her stomach was discovered. 


The trial developed that the couple 


had not "lived happily and had sepa- 
rated. At the time of her death they 
were not living together although in 
the same house. 


It was developed that Jackson had 


been somewhat attentive to a woman 
by the name of Sarah Maize and it was 
hinted wanted to get rid of his wife so 
as to devote himself to his new love. 
It;was also pi-oven that he purchased 
strychnine the day of her death. 


The parties are all of the lowest 


classes. 


The case went to the jury about 5 


o'clock, Saturday afternoon and the 
rerdict was returned an hour or so 
later. 


Theo. K. Funk, Jackson's attorney 


filed application for a new trial and 
will argue it tomorrow.
